with axes for more than two hours 
before the first body in the passenger 
car was removed. 
One of the first 
acts of the firemen was to cut a hole 
in the top of the car and pass water

telescope of the two engines.

reared up toward each other. It was 
not until daylight that one of the en­ 
gineers was discovered in the wreck­ 
age of his cab, scalded to death.

The library is a changed place. 


The walls have 
been redecorated, 


the woodwork has been retouched, 
the floors have been worked over, 
the furniture has been revarnished, 
new book shelves have been installed 
and an air of wholesomeness and 
the smell of freshness and cleanli­ 


l y - pervades the whole place. 
The place does not suit the lib­ 
rarian. Miss Nora Sleeth, yet, h o w ­ 
ever, because there i" no heat in the 
court bouse. 
And there probably 
will not be for some weeks to come. 
The 
heating plant which 
supplies 
heat for the court house and jail lins 
lieen 
out of 
commission 
several 
weeks because new boilers have been 
ordered. 
The old ones were not fit 
to use and new ones have l>een or­ 
dered. 
They have not yet arrived, 
and will take three weeks to install 
them. 
The only heat that can be had iii 
the library is from a large grate in 
the northeast room, 
it is not suf­ 
ficient when the temperature i" very 


o w . 
Miss Sleeth hopes to be able 
to keep tile library open until the 
new boilers are installed hut it is 
doubtful it this can be done. 


I dislike to close the library so 
much." said Miss Sleeth this morn­ 
ing. 
“ I regretted that it had to be 
hut for repairs even. 
People get 
out of the habit of reading and they 
lose the habit of coming to the lib­ 
rary to con-ult our reference books 
md read our magazine-." 
The new decorations anil repairs 
in the library are not very extensive 
because the library board, which had 
to pay all the expense, felt that it 
could spend its allotment of money 
to greater advantage by buying new 
books. 
The board hopes to buy fifty dol­ 
lars worth of books for the 
library 
every two months and the same time 
pay current expenses with the small 
sum it receives out of the taxes of 
the county. 
This sum was "pent for 
books just before the library closed 
for repairs and they are to be found 
on the shelves. 
Most of the regular purchase mon­ 
ey will he devoted to buying refer­ 
ence books and the remainder will 
be spent for up-to-date fiction. 
‘‘We will buy only enough fiction," 
says Miss Sleeth. “ to supply the de­ 
mand for it until we have built up 
our reference books. 
That is what 
makes a library. 
After we get this 
part of the library up to the stand­ 
ard of others, we will buy more fic­ 
tion.” 
“ People will come in here and say 
that they want such a book and then 
complain if we do not have it. 
They 
will have to be patient until we have 
the library on a good basis. We have 
more calls, of course for fiction, but 
we must have a good reference de­ 
partment first. 
We recently bought 
the international encyclopedia at a 
cost of $86 so that it will be seen 
how expensive reference works are. 
We can buy one book each year and 
keep the encyclopedia up 
to 
date.

These were tin* words he whispered in 
my ear. not wishing to disturb other 
weary sleeiiers in the tent: “Come out­ 
side quickly.

I lost not a moment, but aroused 
the camp and set every one at work 
packing a wagon and harnessing the 
horses.

Eof a M ort Ume it ftfrtlTy seemed to ] 
us spectator^as fr the advance would 
be successful, for the Infantry pressed J 
steadily, and only the enemy’s artillery , 
opposed the onrushing Turks, but sud- | 
denly the deafening roar of musketry t 
rent the air. Intermingled with the . 
tragic hum of machine guns. 
The noise was infernal, hut lasted , 
for only a short time, when suddenly j 
there appeared, rushing from the wood­ 
ed ground, the remnant of the Turkish 
firing line. 
Fully 50 lier cent had fall­ 
en. and the remainder, losing all sem­ 
blance of order, dispersed in small 
groups and under a perfect rain of 
shrapnel dashed back on to the sup- j 
ports and reserves. 
Lines Seemed to Melt Away. 
Even here their flight did not end. j 
In spite of the efforts of the ollicers 
the fugitives pressed on to the rear un 
til they reached safety behind the j 
ground on which we were standing. 
The *ogjK>rts and reserves of the bro­ 
ken firing line were hurried to tin* 
front. 
They, too, reached the edge of 
the wooded ground, where they were 
met in turn by such a hail of shrapnel 
and bullets that the lines seemed lit 
emily to melt away to nothing under 
the withering blast. 
While this deathrate struggle was 
raging in front, the Second corps of 
Bulgarians was engaged in delivering 
a series of equally desperate attacks 
on Abdullah’s left wing and the cen­ 
ter. 
The brunt of this attack fell on 
the weakened Fourth corps, which the 
night before still held its intreneh- 
mcnts on the hills faeiug Lute Burgas. 
Here again the Turkish defense was 
crushed by tile immense suj>eriority o.’ 
the enem as artillery fire. 
Here again 
the old story was repeated of Turkish 
batteries unable to play any part in 
the battle from lack of ammunition. 


Turks In Despair. 
Throughout the day the Bulgarian 
advance against the left wing made 
steady progress. 
Having gained i*>s 
session of the railway station, they 
were able to outflank the Fourth corps 
and force it to retire. 
The efforts of 
Sail Pasha’s cavalry to stem the ad­ 
vance proved utterly futile. 
They in 
turn had to give way before the ter­ 
rible rain of shells and the gradual 
outflanking movement, and the retire 
ment of the Fourth corps was plainly 
visible to Abdullah Pasha and his staff 
through the clouds of smoke thrown 
up by the enemy’s shells, now bursting 
over the left wing of the army. 
By 2 o’clock in the afternoon the 
position of Abdullah’s army was crit­ 
ical, almost desperate, and the glasses 
of the staff were all turned toward tile 
northeast, in the direction of Visa. 
from which point Mahmoud Mukhtar. 
with the Third corps, was making tre­ 
mendous efforts to come up. 
Messen­ 
gers had arrived with news that Mali 
moud M ukhtar was driving all before 
him, that the enemy was becoming 
steadily demoralized iu his froet ami 
that he hoped to come up to the relief 
of the Second corps. 
In the coarse of the afternoon this 
news temporarily raised the spirits of

The right of int* previous day showed 
that the Bulgarians were already ad 
va tieing. 
By 0 o’clock we were packed and on 
the march, a u d just as we c le a re d the 
village the enemy's guns roared. 


M ukhtar’s advance had been complete­ 
ly checked. 
The smoke of his guns 
no longer steadily approached the right 
flank of the Second army corps—rath­ 
er, it seemed to recede, as if he were 
lM*ing slowly driven back. 
At about 5:30 p. rn. Abdullah Pasha 
and his staff, seeing that the game 
was up. left the tnouud on which they 
had stood all day and returned to the 
village of Sakizkoy. 
I took a final glance around the field 
of battle. 
Everywhere it was obvious 
that the grand army of Thrace bad 
been beaten and was in full retreat OI 
else barely bolding its ground. 
I rode over to the ground where the 
Second corps had been fighting through­ 
out tin* day. 
Dead and wounded lit­ 
tered the soil in every direction, aud 
tho survivors sat around with a hope­ 
less, listless blok on their faces, all 
fully realizing that the battle was lost 
During the day my Turkish compaa 
ion, Ismed. and myself bail been to* 
busy following the various phases - i 
the stupendous coin ta t t*» realise o»:t 
own plight, but now that it bad conc 
to an end reaction from tin* intent, 
excitement Speedily sci in. and t i* 
pangs of hunger brought hmm* *

realization of our own position 
! 
lug the entire day we bad nut h;.d 
morsel of food or anything to dr. n 
except dirty water. 
We were intensely weary and with 
only one equally tired old horse be^ 
tween us. 
The general had told us in 
tho morning that we could pass the 
night again with the staff, but on ar 
riving once again in Sakizkoy we 
found only Abdullah’s servant 
This 
man told us he had received orders to 
pack up Alslullah’s baggage and to be 
ready to leave at any m oment 
No Food to Be Had. 
This was the final straw, and Ismed 
and myself both felt on the verge of 
despair. 
We asked the servant if he 
could obtain us any food, but he only 
replied: “There is none to be had. The

The Flight to Chorlu. 
Then we found ourselves amid a 
crowd of stragglers and wounded, ox 
wagons, stray batteries of artillery 
and all the manifold debris of a de­ 
feated army. 
The scenes on the road bailie descrip­ 
tion from my pen. 
They recalled to 
mind a picture I had seen somewhere 
of tile flight of the French army after 
Waterloo, or one of Napoleon’s retreat 
from Bassia. 
Thousands of wounded made pathetic 
efforts to keep up with their comrades, 
but each had to shift for himself, as 
not even the unwounded "ere in o 
condition 
to tend a 
helping hand. 
Many of the unwounded were so weak 
that they fell by the roadside and made, 
no further effort to save themselves. 
| 
For three days all the«e men had 
been without a morsel of food and 
many for even a longer period. 
Tile further we receded from the bat­ 
tlefield the worse the scene liecame. J 
because many of the wounded, having 
dragged themselves thus far. could go 
no further and, crawling off the track .1 
lay down to die by the roadside with- ■ 
out a curse or a reproach at the au­ 
thors of all their miseries. 
Amid these thousands of fugitives, 
remnants of three army corps, hardly 
an officer remained. 
Aloug every road men, horses, guns 
and ox wagons were pressing forward, j 
all converging on to two roads which 
lead into Chorlu. 
There must have 
been 45,000 stragglers scattered over f 
the plain, all bent on reaching the 
town before nightfall. Many became so 
exhausted from want of food that they 
simply could not go any further and 
lay down to sleep where they were. 
W hat became of them I do not know.

Minnie La Valley Narrates Dis 


tossing Experience. 


Norwalk. O., Nov. 13.—Miss Minnie 
La Valley, nineteen years old. blush­ 
ing at times and glacing apprehensive­ 
ly about the room, told a crowded 
courtroom how she was seized by a 
gang of men, stripped and her body 
covered with tar. 
Tile girl, who with 
her sister and mother, formerly lived 
at West Clarkfield, this county, ap­ 
peared as the prosecuting witness in 
the cases of seven men who were in­ 
dicted on the charge of attacking her. 
After going into details as to the 
stripping and the tarring. Miss I.a 
Valley underwent a scorching cross- 
examination in which the defense at­ 
tempted to place before the Jury her 
relations with young men of the vil­ 
lage. 
Blushing indignantly at the pointed 
questions, she denied them. After the 
ordeal, she hinted that unless the men 
are punished for the attack on her, she 
would not care to live. 
“If they acquit those men there will 
he nothing left for me but death,” she 
said. 
"My life would be ruined. 
I 
never could hold up my head. I should 
end it all.” 
Of the cases against the seven men 
indicted, Ernest and Harlow Welch. 
Joseph Cumniins, Constable Reginald 
Thomas, Joseph and Carl Sly and John 
Smith, former Judge C. I*. Wickham 
selected that of Ernest Welch to try 
first, as being the most difficult. 
The 
La Valley girl claims she identified 
Welch as one of her assailants. 
Th;* 
jury, composed mostly of farmers, 
seemed much interested in the sensa­ 
tional features of the testimony. Miss 
La Valley was attacked by a crowd of 
men last August, after she escorted a 
girl friend to the West Clarksfu Id 
depot.

19.800.000 Barrels of Beer Consumed In 
Three Months. 
The American people are drinking 
more whisky and lieer aud smoking 
more cigars and cigarettes than ever 
before In their history. 
From July I 
to Oct. I, 1912, more than 3,800.000,000 
cigarettes were smoked, an Increase of 
1,000,000.000 over the corresponding 
period of the previous year. 
The nation consumed 33,150,000 gal­ 
lons of whisky during July. August 
and Septendier, an increase of 450,000 
gallons as compared with that quar­ 
ter of 1911, while nearly 1,950,000,000 
cigars were smoked. 
A total of 19,- 
800.000 barrels of beer were consumed 
during the three months, which was 
320.000 barrels more than In the same 
',»eriod of IDU.

Madrid by Young Man, W ho Put a 


Bullet Into H is Own Head. 


Paris, Nov. 13.—The man who as­ 
sassinated Premier Canalejas in Mad­ 
rid is a professor and sculptor. 
He Is 
known to the police of Paris and Bor­ 
deaux as a pronounced anarchist. 


Madrid. Nov. 13.—On learning that 
Prem ier Jose Canalejas was assassin­ 
ated in the street when he was going 
to the ministry of the interior to pre­ 
side at a cabinet meeting, the city 
was stunned. 
The premier, 
after 
a conference with King Alfonso, was 
walking to the Puerto Del Sol, where 
the ministry is situated. 
He stopped 
to scan the books in the window of 
the San Martin library at the corner 
of the Calle Carretas and the Puerta. 
Suddenly a well dressed young man 
stepped briskly up behind the premier 
and drew* his hand from his pocket, 
clutching a revolver and firing three 
or four times in rapid succession. 
The premier dropped dying to the 
sidewalk, shot through the head. Senor 
Canalejas was usually followed by two 
detectives, though he insisted that 
they keep twenty paces to the rear. 
But they could not have forestalled the 
sudden act of the assassin. 
The lat­ 
ter tried to bolt, but the detectives 
seized him. The man then fired again, 
but the bullet went wild. 
Somebody 
dealt him a blow on the head, and the 
assassin, realizing that escape was 
hopeless, used th© last round on him­ 
self. 
The bullet penetrated his head, in­ 
flicting a severe wound in the temple. 
The man was then secured and taken 
Immediately to the nearest first aid 
depot, where it was found that the bul­ 
let had lodged in his sjtull. 
In the 
meantime the premier was lifted from 
the street by the police and carried 
into the ministry of the interior. Some 
persons say he w*as still alive, but he 
did not speak and. if alive, he died im­ 
mediately 
afterward. 
The 
bullet 
which ended his life entered Senor 
Canalejas’s head behind the right ear 
and passed out at the temple. 
The body of the premier was laid on 
a marble table in the center hall of 
the ministry. The bishop of Sion was 
hastily called and he blessed the body, 
while the m inisters and other promin­ 
ent persons who w'ere present gather­ 
ed around. 
The m inister of th© in­ 
terior had telephoned King Alfonso 
immediately after Senor Canalejas had 
been shot, and his majesty went hur­ 
riedly to the ministry. 
His face was 
grave and anxious as he alighted in 
front of the building. 
The crowd 
cheered him tumultuously. 
After a 
few hurried questions King Alfonso 
knelt for a few moments in silent 
prayer beside the body. 
His estim ate of Senor Canalejas was 
a high one and the relations between 
the two men were intimate. 
As he 
stood looking on the calm face of the 
dead statesman tears came to the eves 
of the king. 
Refore returning to the 
royal palace his majesty conferred In­ 
formally with the ministers and ap­ 
pointed Marquis Manuel Garcia Prieto, 
the foreign minister, to take the gov­ 
ernment helm pending a final selection 
of a new premier. 
The police are extremely secretive. 
The assassin has been reported dead, 
hut it is believed that he is still alive. 
His name is Manuel Pardinas S a t i ­ 
ate, to which some statem ents add the 
fourth n a m e of Martin. 
The man’s 
birth certificate was found In his {lock­ 
et, showing that he was thirty-two 
years old. and having been born at El 
Grado, which is in the province of 
Huesca. Other documents were found, 
but their contents are not known. 
It 
Is supposed, rather than really known, 
that the man was an anarchist.

of Canalejas. 
New York, Nov. 13.—The members 
of the anarchist groups in this city did 
not hesitate to say that they were 
highly pleased with the assassination 
of Jose Canalejas, premier of Spain, 
by a supposed anarchist, and their 
leaders said that they regarded it as 
a m atter of rejoicing. 
Alexander 
Bsrkm&n, the anarchist who served 
fourteen years for shooting Henry C. 
Frick, said that all the anarchists were 
glad to hear of the assassination and 
that it would be looked on by the an­ 
archists over the world as an event 
to congratulate themselves on. 
“I 
consider that the assassination of the 
Spanish premier should have taken 
place long ago,” he said.

Something must be done to check 
the iloxx of young people from the 
farm - to tin* cities o f indiana and tilt* 
state mu-t a-suiue its re-j*«»nsiWhities 
in establishing a thorough system of 
vocational education for the benefit 
of the faun population and tile i ii - 
du-trial population of the cities. 
This is tile conclusion o f the Indi­ 
ana com m ission for the investigation 
of the need- o f tile state for indust­ 
rial and agricultural schools. 
A preliminary draft o f the recom­ 
mendations and findings o f the com ­ 
mission xx as distributed among the 
delegates to the Indiana A ssociation 
o f City and Town Superintendents, 
which closed its convention in Indi­ 
anapolis today. 
The commission was created by an 
act of the legislature two years ago 
to inx’estigate the problem. 
A lengthy report w as filed bv tin* 
Commission and the matter xviii be 
presented to the next legislature. It 
was reported that Indiana has been 
transformed from 
an agricultural 
state to a m anufacturing state. Tile

He described the con 
sternation of John J. M cN am ara whet 
he learned that the cache at Roches 
ter. Pa., had been found hy som eone 
and fifty-eight q u arts of nitroglycerine 
th a t the w itness had stored had been 
removed. 
He disclaimed any knowl 
edge of the removal, and M cNam ara 
ordered him to purchase m ore of the 
explosive and carry out the program 
of destruction for which the fifty-eight 
q uarts at R ochester w ere originally 
design e«l. 
T his was the cache that the district 
attorn ey referred to as having been 
betrayed by H erbert S. Hockin to the 
rep resen tative of an open shop con 
trac to r when Hockin. fearing for him 
self because of the frequency of ex 
plosions, was preparing to m ake his 
peace with the law by l>etraying his 
confederates. 
T he 
m an 
to 
whom 
Hockin revealed the presence of th e 
explosive was A rth ur Jewell, repre 
sentative of 
the 
McClintie-Marshall 
company. 
McManigal had been sent 
to the cache to get nitro-glyrerine for 
a job in K ansas City, and having been 
supnPed anew by M cN am ara with ex 
plosives and clocks and batteries, he 
went to K ansas City on Aug. 20, car 
rying with him in a suitcase tw elve 
q u arts of the explosive. 
The w itness said he had provided 
him self with a cam era, and on the 
Sunday after reaching his destination 
ho took pictures of a bridge that Mc 
Clintio-Marshall w ere building and got 
one of the w atchm en to pose for him 
at the bridge, 
He hid the nitro-glyc 
erin e and several of th e clocks. 
One 
of the cans he failed to recover, having 
fo rg e ts n w here b e had buried it. The 
w itness then described the location of 
the McCHntie-Marshall bridge, how h 
had buried the nitro-glycerine in 
sw am p: 
how 
he 
afterw ard 
bought 
th ree four-quart cans and. taking them 
to the place w here the nitro-glycerine 
was buried, em ptied the explosive into 
the th ree cans. throw ing away the 
ten-quart and th e two-quart cans. 
He m ade the change, he said, be­ 
cause M cNam ara desired three ex t bs 
sions. 
lh* planted the cans and 
clock and a b a tte ry on Munday. Au 
22. be said. but the battery was tim 
w eak and th e re w as no explosion.

the following day at th e works he re­ 
covered the battery and clock, aud 
a fte r fistin g it out. bought a new br, 
tory. T hat night he attached the new 
m achine to th* cans containing eight 
qu arts cf nitro-glj cerine, which

maincd betw een two girders, and th. 
explosion cam e off. 
T h e w itness said the explosion was 
m ore effective than he had hoped it 
would be. and one spam of the brit’ 
was so badly dam aged that it 'had ie 
be com pletely rebuilt.

Scriptures Now Conform to 


Their Teachings. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 13.—At thr Am er­ 
ican Baptist Publication society rooms 
here w hat is regarded as probably 
the m ost radical version of th e Holy 
Bible has been placed on sale. 
It 
is a Baptist Bible for Baptist* only, 
and is so startlin g in some of its 
translations that much of the old text 
has been entirely changed. 
According to the seolars of th e Bap 
fist church 
who have silent thirty 
years in its preparation, it is uncom 
promisingly- faithful in its tran slation 
from th e original and, according to the 
teachings of the church, gives a more 
faithful and exact translation of th*' 
old Creek and Hebraic scriptures. For 
exam ple, in that portion of the New 
T estam ent w here th e conversion < f 
the Savior is described, in place of 
using the G reek “baptise” the literal 
translation ‘im m e r s e ” is used so as to 
conform with the B aptist teachings 
th a t C hrist went dow n Into the w ater 
for bis baptism . 


Archaic Forms Eliminated. 


All of th e archaic forms of the King 
Jam es and revised versions hav e been 
completely elim inated and little of the 
oid-f ashbin od respect for generally ac­ 
cepted theological views and ecclesi­ 
astical teachings rem ains. 
The new Bible is called tile “Improv- 
cd V ersion” and is as distinctly differ 
en t from th e old scriptu res so long the 
accepted creed of all P ro te sta n t de­ 
nom inations th a t practically no other 
church but the B aptists will be able 
to use It. because it in terprets the 
scriptures to mean solely what the 
Baptist church teaches. 
T here an* 
hundreds of new words which are ex ­ 
plained as the actual translation of 
th e original scriptures. 
Rev. Phillip L. Jones, the editor of 
th e publication society, is responsible 
for this new Bible, t hat for B aptists 
practically revolutionizes the old scrije 
tures.

score or more passengers. The pas- 
senger train was running about one 
hour late and was traveling at a 
speed of forty miles an hour. 


The engines met head-on and Wil- 


liam Sharkey, engineer of the pas- 
senger train was buried in the mass 
of wreckage. 
Sharkey was scalded 


to death and his charred body was 
removed this morning

fore noon. Willis York, engineer of 
the freight train escaped death by 
jumping. York is a brother of Mrs.

"We will buy only enough fiction," 
says Miss Sleeth, "to supply the de- 
mand for it until we have built up 
our reference books. That is what 
makes a library. After we get this 
part of the library up to the stand- 
ard of others, we will buv more fic- 
tion."

We have 
more calls, of course for fiction, but 
we must have a good reference de- 
partment first..

Lines Seemed to Helt Away. 


Even here their flight did not end. | 
n spite of the efforts of the officers 
ie fugitives pressed on to the rear un- 
til they reached safety behind the 
round on which we were standing. 
The supports and reserves of the bro- 
:en firing line were hurried to the 
ront. They, too, reached the edge of 
he wooded ground, where they were 
met in turn by such a hail of shrapnel 


nd bullets that the lines seemed lit- 
rally to melt away to nothing under 
he withering blast. 
While this desperate struggle was 
aging in front, the Second corps of 
Bulgarians was engaged in delivering 
a series of equally desperate attacks 
in Abdullah's left wing and the cen- 
er. The brunt of this attack fell on 
be weakened Fourth corps, which the 
night before still held its intrencb- 
ments on the hills facing Lule Burgas. 


Here again the Turkish defense was 


crushed by the immense superiority o 
the enea^'s artillery fire. Here again 
:he old story was repeated of Turkish 
latteries unable to play any part in 
iie battle from lack of ammunition. 


Turks In Despair. 


Throughout the day the Bulgarian 


advance against the left wing made 
steady progress. Having gained pos- 
session of the railway station, they 
were able to outflank the Fourth corps 
and force it to retire. The efforts of 
Sail Pasha's cavalry to stem the ad- 
vance proved utterly futile. 
They in 


turn bad to give way before the ter- 
rible rain of shells and the gradual 
outflanking movement, and the retire- 
ment of the Fourth corps was plainly 
visible to Abdullah Pasha and his staff 
through the clouds of smoke thrown 
np by the enemy's shells, now bursting 
over the left wing of the army. 


By 2 o'clock in the afternoon the 


position of Abdullah's army was crit- 
ical, almost desperate, and the glasses 
of the staff were all turned toward the 
northeast, in the direction of Viz*, 
from which point Mahmoud Mnkhtar, 
With the Third corps, was making tre- 
mendous efforts to come up. Messen- 
gers had arrived with news that Mah- 
moud Mukhtar was driving all before 
him, that the enemy was becoming 
kteadily demoralized in hta frost and 
that be hoped to come up to the relief 
of the Second corps.

They recalled to 
mind a picture I had seen somewhere 
of the flight of the French army after 
Waterloo, or one of Napoleon's retreat 
from Russia. 


Thousands of wounded made pathetic 


efforts to keep up with their comrades, 
but each had to shift for himself, as 
not even the unwounded were in u 
conditiou to lend a helping hand. 
Many of the unwounded were so weak 
that they fell by the roadside and made

For three days all these men badj 


beeu without a morsel of food and 
many for even a longer period.

La Valley, nineteen years old, blush- 
ing at times and glacing apprehensive- 
ly about the room, told a crowded 
courtroom how she was seized by a 
gang of men, stripped and her body 
covered with tar. The girl, who with 
her sister and mother, formerly lived 
at West Clarkfield, this county, ap- 
peared as the prosecuting witness in 
the cases of seven men who were in- 
dicted on the charge of attacking her. 


After going into details as to the 


stripping and the tarring, Miss La 
Valley underwent a scorching cross- 
examination in which the defense at- 
tempted to place before the jury her 
relations with young men of the vil- 
lage.

questions, she denied them. After the 
ordeal, slie hinted that unless the men 
are. punished for the attack on her, she 
would not care to live. 


"If they acquit those men there will 


be nothing left for me but death," she 
said. 
"My life would be ruined. I 


never could hold up my head. I should 
end it all."

indicted, Ernest and Harlow Welch.

19,800,000 Barrels of Beer Consumed In 


' Three Months. 


The American people are drinking 


more whisky and beer and smoking 
more cigars and cigarettes than ever 
before in their history.

ANARCHIST'S DELIBERATE DEED

With Not Other Apparent Motive Than 


Hate For Government, Senor Canal- 
ejai, King Alfonso's Chief Adviser, 
Was Shot Down on the Streets of 
Madrid by Young Man, Who Put a 
Bullet Into His Own Head. 


Paris, NOT. 13.—The man who as- 


sassinated Premier Canalejas in Mad* 
rid is a professor and sculptor. He is 
known to the police of Paris and Bor- 
deaux as a pronounced anarchist. 


Madrid, Nov. 13.—On learning that 


Premier Jose Canalejas was assassin- 
ated iii the street when he was going 
to the ministry of the Interior to pre- 
side at a cabinet meeting, the city 
was stunned. 
The premier, 
after 


a conference with King Alfonso, was 
walking to the Puerto Del Sol, whera 
the ministry is situated. He stopped 
to scan the books in the window of 
the San Martin library at the corner 
of the Calle Carretas and the Puerto. 
Suddenly a well dressed young man 
stepped briskly up behind the premier 
and drew his hand from his pocket, 
clutching a revolver and firing thre* 
or four times in rapid succession. 


The premier dropped dying to th« 


sidewalk, shot through the head. Senor 
Canalejas was usually followed by two 
detectives, though he insisted that 
they keep twenty paces to the rear. 
But they could not have forestalled the 
sudden act of the assassin. The lat- 
ter tried to holt, hut the detectives 
Mixed him. The man then fired again, 
bat the bullet went wild. Somebody 
dealt him a blow on the head, and the 
assassin, realizing that escape waa 
hopeless, used the last round on him- 
self. 


The bullet penetrated his head, in- 


flicting a severe wound in the temple. 
The man was then secured and taken 
Immediately to the nearest first aid 
depot, where it was found that the bul- 
let had lodged in his skull. In the 
meantime the premier was lifted from 
the street by the police and carried 
Into the ministry of the interior. Some 
persons say he was still alive, but he 
did not speak and, if alive, he died im- 
mediately afterward. 
The bullet 


which ended his life entered Senor 
Canalejas's head behind the right ear. 
and passed out at the temple. 


The body of the premier was laid on 


a marble table in the center hall of 
the miniitry. The bishop of Sion was 
hastily called and he blessed the body, 
while the ministers and other promin- 
ent persons who were present gather- 
ed around. The minister of the in- 
terior had telephoned King Alfonso 
immediately after Senor Canalejas had 
been shot, and his majesty went hur- 
riedly to the ministry. His face was 
grave and anxious as he alighted in 
front of the building. 
The crowd 


cheered him tumultuously. 
After a 


few hurried questions King Alfonso 
knelt for a few moments in silent 
prayer beside the body. 


His estimate of Senor Canalejas was 


a high one and the relations between 
the two men were intimate. As he 
stood looking on the calm face of the 
dead statesman tears came to the eyes 
of the king. Before returning to the 
royal palace his majesty conferred In- 
formally with the ministers and ap- 
pointed Marquis Manuel Garcia Prieto, 
the foreign minister, to take the gov- 
ernment helm pending a final selection 
of a new premier. 


The police are extremely secretive. 


The assassin has been reported dead, 
but it is believed that he is still alive. 
His name is Manuel Pardinas Sarei- 
ate, to which some statements add the 
fourth name of Martin. The man's 
birth certificate was found in his pock- 
et, showing that he was thirty-two 
years old, and having been born at El 
Grado, which Is in the province of 
Huesca. Other documents were found, 
but their contents are not known. It 
Is supposed, rather than really known, 
that the man was an anarchist.

of Canal sjas. 


New York, Nov. 13.—The members 


of the anarchist groups in this city did 
•ot hesitate to say that they were 
highly pleased with the assassination 
of Jos* Canalejas, premier of Spain, 
by a supposed anarchist, and their 
leaders said that they regarded it a* 
a matter of rejoicing.

Bsrkman, the anarchist who served 
fourteen years for shooting Henry C. 
Prick, said that all the anarchists were 
glad to hear of the assassination and 
that it would be looked on by the an- 
archists over the "World as an «v«nt 
to congratulate themselves on.

Indiana Commission Comes to This 


Conclusion After Making 


An investigation. 


RECOMMENDATIONS ARE MADE 


Points Out That Course of Study is 


Directed Tqo Much Toward 


College Preparation. 


Something must be done to check 


the lion- of young people from the 
farms to the cities of Indiana and the 
state must assume its responsibilities 
in establishing- a thorough system of 
vocational education for the benefit 
of the' farm population and the in- 
dustrial population of the cities. 


This is the conclusion of the Indi- 


ana commission for the investigation 
of the needs of the state for indust- 
rial and agricultural schools. ' 


A preliminary draft of the recom- 


mendations and findings of the com- 
mission was distributed among the 
delegates to the Indiana Association 
of City and Town Superintendents, 
which closed its convention in Indi- 
anapolis today. 


The commission was created by an 


act of the legislature two years ago 
to investigate the problem. 


A lengthy report was filed by the 


commission and the matter will be 
presented to the next legislature. It

during hours that are prohibited by 
the city ordinance. 
The ordinance 


was passed so as to do away with 
air-filled smoke in the evening. 


Scientists advise not to burn the 


leaves, that they are valuable. 
The 


leaves will add fertility to the ground 
if you place them on your garden 
and spade them under in the fall. A 
good way of disposing of 
leaves, 


however, is to make a compost heap 
of them. To do this, carry leaves to 
the garden, make a pile one foot 
deep, on this a thin layer of dirt then 
a thin layer of lime. Quick lime or 
hydrated lime is thought best for 
this. Then sprinkle this 
heavily 


with water, add more leaves, dirt, 
lime and water. The water prevents 
fermentation and loss of 
nitrogen. 


In the spring scatter the compost 
heap over the garden. 
With some 


soils lime is a benefit if applied when 
crops are not growing. One peck to 
a square rod is not too much. 


The analysis of leaves shows that 


1,000 pounds will give 10 pounds of 
nitrogen, -worth $2.50; 9 pounds of 
phosphorus worth 
4*/2 cents; " 28 


pounds of potash worth 14 cents, 
making 1,000 pounds of leaves worth 
$2,085. Also 850 pounds of 
dry

E. McManigal, the star witness in the 
dynamiting c^ses, had given full de- 
tails of the methods he employed in 
the destruction of property and hi? 
communication with officials of. thr 
iron workers1 union, the sudden ill 
ness of one of the jurors caused court 
to adjourn. 
Ho described the con 


sternation of John J. McXamara when 
he learned that the cache at Roches 
ter, Pa., had been found by someone 
and fifty-eight quarts of nitroglycerine 
that the witness had stored had been 
removed. 
He disclaimed any know! 


edge of the removal, and McNamara 
ordered him to purchase more of the 
explosive and carry out the program 
of destruction for which the fifty-eight 
'quarts at Rochester were originall\ 
designed. 


This was the cache that the district 


attorney referred to as having been 
'betrayed by Herbert S. Hockin to the 
'representative of an open shop con 
tractor when Hockin, fearing for him' 
self because of the frequency of ex- 
plosions, was preparing to make his 
peace with the law by betraying his 
confederates. 
The man to whom 


Hockin revealed the presence of the 
explosive was Arthur Jewell, repre- 
sentative of the McClintic-Marshall 
company. 
McManigal had been sent 


to the cache to get nitro-glycerine for 
a job in Kansas City, and having heen 
supplied anew by McNamara with ex 
plosives and clocks and batteries, he 
went to Kansas City on Aug. 20, car 
rying with him in a suitcase twelve 
quarts of the explosive. 


The witness said he had provided 


himself with a camera, and on the 
Sunday after reaching his destination 
he took pictures of a bridge that Me 
Clintic-Marshall were bnflding and got 
one of the watchmen to pose for him 
at the bridge. He hid the nitro-glyc- 
erine and several of the clocks. One 
of the cans he failed to recover, having 
forgotten where he had buried it. The 
witness then described the location ol 
the McClintic-Marshall bridge, how h 
had buried the nitro-glycerine in 1 
.swamp: how he afterward bought 
three four-quart cans and, taking them 
to the place where the nitro-glycerine 
was buried, emptied the explosive into 
the three cans, throwing away the 
ten-quart and the two-quart cans. 


He made the change, he said, be- 


cause McXamara desired three explo- 
sions. 
He planted the cans and a 


clock and a battery on Monday. Ang 
22. he paid, but the nattery was too 
weak ami there was no explosion. On 
the following day at the works he re- 
covered the battery and clock, and 
after testing it out. bought -a new bat- 
tery. That niplit he attached the new 
machine to tfce cans containing eight 
quarts of nitro-glj-eerine. which re 
mained between two girders, and the 
explosion came off. 


The witness said tire explosion wa? 


more effective than he had hoped it 
would be. nnfl one span of the britl?-; 
was so badly damaged -that it 'had to 
be completely rebuilt. He explained 
that the object of the explosions, 
he understood it, -was to force non- 
union contractors to -employ union 
men. and if this were accomplished it 
mattered little if the destruction -was 
not great. 


Continuing, McManigal tetified that 


John J. McNamara had instructed him. 
after doing the Kansas City job, to go 
to Peoria and see Edward Smythe.

THE BAPTISTS HAVE 


REVISED THE BIBLE 


Scriptures Now Conform to 


Trieir Teachings. 


Philadelphia, Xov. 13.—At the Amer- 


ican Baptist Publication society rooms 
here what is regarded as probably 
the most radical version of the Holy 
Bible has been placed on sale. 
It 


is a Baptist Bible for Baptists only, 
and is so startling in some of its 
translations that much of the old text 
has been entirely changed. 


According to the scolars of the Bap- 


tist church who have spent thirty 
years in its preparation, it is uncom- 
promisingly faithful in its translation 
from the original and, according to the 
teachings of the church, gives a more 
faithful and exact translation of the 
old Greek and Hebraic scriptures. For 
example, in that portion of the New- 
Testament where the conversion of 
the Savior is described, in place of 
using the Greek "baptize" the literal 
translation "immerse" is used so as to 
conform -with the Baptist teachings 
that Christ went down into the water 
for his baptism. 


Archaic Forms Eliminated. 


All of the archaic forms of the King 


James and revised versions have been 
completely eliminated and little of the 
old-fashioned respect for generally ac- 
cepted theological views and ecclesi- 
astical teachings remains. 


The new Bible is called the "Improv- 


ed Version" and is as distinctly differ- 
ent from the old scriptures so long the 
accepted creed of all Protestant de- 
nominations that practically no other 
church but the Baptists will be able 
to use it. because 'it interprets the 
scriptures to mean solely what the 
Baptist church teaches. 
There are 


hundreds of new words which are ex- 
plained as the actual translation of 
the original scriptures. 


Rev. Phillip L. Jones, the editor of 


the publication society, is responsible 
for this new Rible. that for Baptists 
practically revolutionizes the old scrip- 
tures.

The 
Greek army's reception was wildly en- 
thusiastic. The soldiers and the peo- 
ple of the city made the hills ring with 
their welcome to their monarch.

Among 
those who cheered the king were Bul- 
garian troops under General Todoroff.
